In 
this specification, as the Attorney Ge- 
neral observed, “the Governor would 
be guided by the Surveyor"—an ar- 
rangement which he thought “ would 
joa moet the want felt by some of the 
agents and owners of the river atenm- 
ships.” Concerning the proper fitting 
of les passenger ore with life-saving 
apparatiia, upon, which aubject His 

cellency expressed” ‘himself anxious 
to do something: little seéms to have 
been done beyond opplying tho: Home 
rules. An impression got.abroad, upon 
the Bill being: proclaimed Jaw, that o 
large number of ife-buoys were stipulated 
for—one ultra-humane resident placing 
‘the number at one buoy for every pas- 
senger. There hes been nothing either 
ofan unreasonable or oppressive natare 
imposed upon shipowners in this respect, 
although every clause of the Govern- 
ment Surveyor's certifiegtes ag to hull 
and machinery clearly point:to the pre- 
vention of any accident. One important 
feature .in the now Ordinance is’ the 
establishment of a Court of Survey, to 
which the shipowner may appeal ogainst 
any declaration in the Surveyor's certifi- 
cate, any refusal to grant a certificate 
of cleatance for a Chinese passenger 
ship, or any refusal of'a certificate under 
the present Ordinance (Sect. XIV.) The 
constitution of Marine Courts and Courts 
of Survey (Section XIII.) is well worth 
the careful consideration of all those in- 
terested, a8 tha powers of these Courts 
ate very large, although laid down with 
great cara. There is one noteworthy 
clause referring to steamships under 5! 
tons—which applies, we presume, to all 
ferry-boats—hy~which no such vessel 
may ply in the waters of the Colony 
without a certificated master and a cer- 
tificated engineer, under a penalty not 
exceeding $100 or imprisonment with 
or without hard Iabour for a period 
not exceeding three months. Whether 
the certificate for such master or 
such engineer shall or shall not be 
different from ‘that furnished to -the 
master or engineers: of oceangoing 
steamers does not appear; but some 
check is assuredly most desirable, 

It is of course impossible, in a short 
notice like’ the ‘present, to refer to all 
the new provisions of this most useful 
measure. Une. or two alterations have, 
we understand, been made on the Bill 
as passed by the Council on the 30th 
December last, no notice of which have 
been givon. to the public; and theso 
emendations do not nppear in the neath y- 
printed copy of tha Ordinance issued by 
the Government printer. The sanction 
of the Secretary of State for the Colonies 

robably does ‘nway with the necessity 
for calling any formal meeting of Council 
to pass the ill ‘as: amended ; but that 
sanction certainly does not cover the 
omission to make public alterations 
made upon the text of the law. We ma 
here note a few. . For “ twenty-five,” 
in sub-section 0.(page 10), rend “ twenty- 
eight.” On page 19, clauso 6, erase tle 
word “ materially ;”.:in clause ¢, erase, 
the word “material.” On -page 26, 
sub-section 7, for “an English” rev 
“a British.” On page 85, in_ first 
paragraph of Sect.” XXVIL., instead 
of “cause to be exhibited o bright 
white light from -the atarboard ' fore- 
yard arm, or atthe place where it’ 
can be bost seen,” read “cause to be 
exhibited a bright white light. at the 
ieee where it can be best seen, but at a 
eight not exceeding 20 feet above the 
hull.”

AnpHuL Raumax, whom the Government 
of Great Britain has acknowledged as the 
new Amir of Afghanistan, is the son of 
Afzul Khan (de.d), second son of Dost 


Mahomed, the Amir whom Shere AU Khan, 
the deposed Amir, now under arrest asa 
politioal prisoner, succeeded. Gholan Har- 
dar Khan (dond) was the first son of Dost 
Mahomed ; the father of tho now Acalr was, 
as we bave said, the next. Azin Khan (dead) 
was the thirdsoa, sad Shere Ali Khan, the 
late Amir, the fourth and only surviving 
eon, The only other members of the 
Royal family are Shere All’s sons and thetr 
descendants, These are Abmed Ali, son of 
Mahomed Ali (dead), eldest aon of Shere All; 
Yakub Khan whose name has been pro- 
tolvently used in recent discussions as to 
the disposal of Afghanistan; and Ayub 
Khan, tho third mon of Shore Ali; 
there woro also, sons of Shere Ali, Abdul- 
ah Jan, (dead; no lesue) and .another 
son, an idiot. Tho sottlemont is rather 
a startling one, considering the part that 
Abdul Rabman has taken against ua; but 
there can be no doubt that the decision Is 
one calculated to secure the goodwill of the 
people of the country and for that reason 
if for nono other a wise and extremoly 
politico ono, We give to-day, in another 
column, somo telegrams, which help us to 
undorstand the position of affairs, Thoro 
does not appear to be any doubt that the 
territory over which Abdo! Rahman is 
elected by the British Government to rule 
is Afghanistan puro and simple. Kanda- 
har will be separated from the country 
which has been so much the subject and 
the scene of feeling and of fighting within 
the last twelve months, and It is to be pro- 
sumed wo shall retain Kandahar. The 
Liberal Government seoms determined, in 
this case, to show that that thero is no 
desire to escapo the responsibilities of 
reversing, in toto, the poticy of their pro- 
decessors. The question that naturally 
orlses, under thia now and somewhat un- 
expocted development, is whether wo are 
any eafer with Abiol Rahman than with 
Shere 4li as Amir, so far as Russlan ag- 
gression is concerned, The point is a very 
donbtful one, because Abdul Rahman has 
beon as a rule, ‘ with the Rucsians”; but 
we shall be better ablo to decide it or say 
something upon it whon wo have before us 
the terma ho haa ngroed to to induce the 
Government to recogniso hic as Amir, 
Everything wo have read induces us to 
believe that Koglans! has at last got hold of 
a ruler whom the people uf Afghanistan will 
acknowledge and obey, ‘and whom it will 


therefore be easy to keep on the throne. 
The next step will be the withdrawal of the 
troops, which can be accomplished by 
September. 


In view of the recont International Rifle 
match at Kowloon, with the total scores of 
719, 618, and 609, for the English, Scotch 
and Irish respectively, ten mem a team, ib 
in interesting to note that the Intornational 
Rifle Competition for the Trophy which ia 
held by the winners for o year, took place 
on the 14th ult,, at the ranges near Edine 
bargh, betwuen the English, Scotch, and 
Irish teams, twonty marksmon forming 
each team. At the close of the competition, 
in which seven shots were fired by ench-man 
at the ranges of 200, 500, and 600 yards 
(these being the Precise conditions here) 
the English wore declared tho wianers by 
thirty-three points, Their ecora was 1,738, 
and that of the Scotch team 1,700. The 
Trish team were 109 points bebind the 
latter. €o that, having the home scores in 
each case, as we are fairly entitled to do 
according to the number, we have England 
867, Scotland 850, and Ireland 796—not 80, 
largely over the: Hongkong shooting, all 
things considered.

Fed too much trouble in getting omploy- 
ment to quit it easily. I hare lodgings 
with a reapectable widow from Oumberland, 
for which I pay 6s. week. I have a bed- 
room to myself, the uze of # bath, with 
clean bed finer, towels, blacking, shoe- 
brushes, soap and lights for this small 
amount The house is about a farloog 
from tho public library, where I spend one 
or two hours every evening in a baantiful 
room fully 800 fest long, and containing 
upwards of 90,000 volumes, in all languages, 
beautifully fitted up and foruished and 
open free to the public; and in a direct 
line, Tam only about a farlong from the 
Exhibition buildings, but by the nearest 
atreeta about a quarter of a mile. 


We have just laid onr hand on the follow- 
ing telegram dated Cabul Jane 28th, whicti 
is important in view of the latest Reuter’s 
telograms, and haa not yot been publiahed 
hore in any form :— 


Abdul Rahman bas sent a circular round 
to all the chiefs and people, in whiclt he 
ataies that the British Government have 
offered bim the Ameership of all Afghanis- 
tan, as ruled by his grandfather, Dost Ma- 
homed, including Kandabar, Kurram, &o. ; 
and he saye that he has decided to accept 
that offer, and will shortly come to Purwan 
in Kohistan. In a Iotter, replying to our 
last moasage, [ understand, he has adopted 
asimiler tone, taking it for granted that 
it is united Afghanistan which wo ask 
Him to rule over. This assumption is 
most dishonest, as our offer stated ox- 

lioitly that Afghanistan was offered less 
Kondzhar end Karram, which {t was 
said could not be restored, and regard- 
ing which no discussion was possible. 
There seams no reason to doubt that ho is 
now on his way to Parwan, and it is quite 
posaible that when we repudiate his absurd 
elatement, he will charge us with bad faith 
and raiso a war cry of ‘United Afghanis- 
tan.” His letter to Sir Lepel Griffin Is 
frlendly enovgh, but it is plain ho has wi's 
fully mistaken the nature of our terms. If 
ho be rosolute in demanding the whole ot 
Afghanistan, that would be a difficult matter; 
but by calmly assuming we have cffered 
it to him, he puta us in the awkward post- 
tion of having to prove that be is mistaken. 
Bis circular bas been much discussed in the 
city to-day, whon the news bes excited 
great interest, the first impression of the 
poopie being that we havo indeed made the 
overtures he now declares be has accepted. 


THE Singapore Times of the 15th mentions 
the steamship Glenroy, from Hongkong, as 
ashore between South Point and Tanjong 
Stapab, on a mud bank, Tho steamship 
Peart passed her in tha morning, but she 
declined the proffered asnistance. The 
same paper, next day, says :— 


We lear-: that the steamer Glenroy which 
we reported ashore yestorday, and which 
afterwards steamed into harbour in the 


afternoon, teostved no injury whatever and” 


was consequently despatched on her home- 
ward route early this morning. It seems 
that at about 2 o'clock yesterday morning 
some fault in the machinery was discovered, 
end the vessel was thereupon stopped and 
the anohor let down in the belief that the 
required repairs would not take more than 
halt an hour to effect, The time really oo- 
oupied however was considerably greater, 
aud the steamer gradually dragged on to 
the mud at the extreme end of Tanjong 
Stapout Shoal, taking the ground at nearly 
dead low-water. Hero she lay fora few 
hours until the flood made, when she 
floated off without injury and without any 
assistance, 

Tho Glengyle on her way to China lay off 
tho Shoal on the chance of help being re- 
quired, but seeing the Glenroy float off 
ualnjured, sho proceeded on her voyage.

In Logar, 
Kohbistan, and Kohdaman things genorally 
are quiet. Hostile parties in Luzhman are 
brokon up and tho valley is now reported 
quiet. 

Allahabad, July 2.—L[¢ is reported from 
ond generally believed at Kandahar tbat 
Ayub Khan bas left Herat with eleven 
Tegimonte of infantry, thirty-six guns, and 
a strong cavalry force. The advance force 
is commanded by Liunob, formerly 
Governor of Turkistan. Ayub Khan tells 
his troops that the British have spent 
millions of rupees In Kandahar, which with 
all other property and women are at their 
disposal after they have driven out the 
Knglish, 

Allahabad, July 6.—The Rep-rt of Sir- 
dar Afzal Khan's detention proves un- 
founded, as the envoy has arrived bearing 
letters from Abdul Rehman. Afzul was 
delayed on the road by several misadvon- 
tures. Sbokh Ali Hazaras were abroad on 
a marauding expedition, On reaching 
Hindu Kush thé weather proved most try- 
ing, snow falling and a cold wind blowing 
with terrific force. Bands of robbers ocou- 
pied Saralong pass, and in spite of his 
ercort, Afzal had to turn off from the usual 
road and take unfrcquented paths over the 
hills. 

Afzal states Abdul Rabhmen left Khana 
bad for Cabul on Juno 28th, On 29th he 
was encamped at Chasma. Ho is now at 
Khivjan, but his future movementa are 

uite uncertain. He may either await fur- 
ther communications from the British there 
or may cross the Bindn Kush ina few days. 
Abdul Rabman’s letters brought by Afzul 
Khan are cordial in tone. 

Details are publishéd of an engagement 
at Padkhao Shaina. 1% seems Major Euan 
Bmith, cbief political officer with General 
Hill, received news the Zurmat malcontents 
bad again asseindled at the instization of 
Mahomed Hassan Khan. The enemy num- 
bored about 1,000 and occupied the large 
village of Padkbao Shana, 12 miles south of 
the English camp at Zerghan Shahr, On 
receipt of this intelligence General Hill or- 
dored Brigadior Palliser to take out his 
oavalry brigado next morning to reconnoi- 
tre tho position and engage the enemy if he 
could advantageously do so. The ist and 
2nd Punjab Cavalry and 19th Bengal Lan- 
oars accordingly loft camp on the Ist inst. 
at3.30am. On aecivat at Padkhao they 
found the enemy had evacuated the village 
and were in fall flight towards the hills. 
The cavalry pursued and came up with six 
oreight hundred men throe miles beyond 
Padkhao, The onemy were scattered over 
alarge area of ground which was fayour= 
able for cavalry operations, as it »fforded 
cover for men on foot, thus placing tho 
sowarn ot a great disadvantaye, 
wore not to be baulked after such a long 
ride and were soon among the enemy, 
sabreing all they could reach. ‘or Bix 
miles the cavalry pursued until they drove 
the enemy right into the sheltering hills. 
Two hundred bodies wero counted on the 
ground. Our casualties, four sowars killed, 
24 woudded, and one British officer, Capt. 
Barrow, wounded. The ground was euch 
88 gave many opportunities for severe hand- 
to-hand fighting, in which Major Atkinson, 
Jat Punjab Cavalry, and Captain Leslie 
Bishop, 2nd Punjab Cavalry, are specially 
mentioned by those present as having dis- 
played determined bravery. It ia said 
both these officors will be recommended for 
the Victoria Croes. The cavalry did not 
teach camp at Zerghan Shabr until half- 
past six at night, having ridden over 40 
miles since the morning. As they rode into 
camp all the regiments torned out aod 
cheered them heartily. ; 


Constantinople, June 26,—The Porte 
learning of the cosslon of Janina hea sont 
anote to the Ambassadors of the Great 
Powers at Constantinople, pointing out 
that the Great Powors have only a right to 
mediate, and not to decide on demaréation 
of frontier. The Porte also says that 
whon the Albanians were pacified, do., 
troops will recosupy the disturbed districts 
and reimburse Montenegro expenses.

Mr Parker, 
the gentleman referred to, is no doubt 
invaluable te the Brigade as an efficient 
Seoretary, but his executive experience 
vanishes into thin air when compared with 
that of Inspector Orley, who was appolnted 
Sanior Foreman before Mr Parker joined the 
Service. Mr Orley joined the Brigade as 
a fireman on its first formation in 1868; be 
was assistant Foreman in 1869 and 1870. 
An interval then took ‘place of a- few years, 
consequent on his having beon posted to 
several! out-stations in the Colony, and in 
1874 he was appointed Sevior Foroman, a 
post which he has uninterruptedly held 
with credit to himself and the Brigade. 
Mr Orley organised the present Chineso 
portidn of the Brigade, and instructed them 
in their datles ; they would therofore take 
orders and instructions from him with 
much more readiness and alacrity than from 
one who has had no practical dealings with 
tbem or with tho working of the Brigade. 
When an efficient officer is thus passed over

“Again, if the time hascome when we 
should increase, by amoneyed subsidy, the 
facilities for communication with Califor- 
nia, over what we have at presont, let us 
look towards a Home line of steain veasola 
sailing undor the Hawaiian flag—owned 
or partly owned by our own citizons, 
who will disburse here the amount of 
subsidy paid them, and not add to the 
Treasury of the World any Hawaiian 
earnings, Our relations with America 
are of the most friendly natura Our 
treaty hag added to the commerco of 
both nations, Our trade with the 
United States increases daily, Thoy 
take from us all we can produce ; they 
givo us back their products in exchange. 
They are interested in two lines of 
steamers that this line would necessarily 
be in opposition to, and any assistance 
rendered by us to establish a line of 
steamers in opposition to our friends 
would be unwise in the extreme. Our 
interests are with America, and it be- 
hooves us to make every effort to sustain 
their interests, to gain the goodwill of 
overy citizen of that country that takes 
our products, all we can export, aud 
gives us back what we require of their 
products, and pays us in gold for our 
balance, 

“We consider the answer made by 
His Majesty's Cabinot to tho momorialists 
as liberal ag should be asked or expected, 

“We, therefore, under all the cireum- 


stances, recommend that this Ass-mbly

Merchants’ line of steamerr, and that the 
memorial be returned to the Minister of 
the Interior.” 

Tho report was adopted without dia- 
cussion by a two-thirds majority. 


THE MURDER OF Mr JOSE 
AGUILAR. 

The Amoy Gazette, referring to the 
atticle which appeared in our columns 
tho other day touching the death by 
violenco of Mr Aguilar, publishes the 
following translation of an article which 
appeared in the Spanish paper at Madrid 
Et Imparcial, under date of May 21st. 
Our contemporary adds the remark that, 
strange to say Mr, Aguilar'’s father, who 
was Chiof Justico at Manila in 1849, 
met with a similar death as himself. Ic 
seoms that a few days after he hod sen- 
tenced 3 criminals to the gallows, he was 
stabbed while driving in his carriage, by 
some person or persons uuknown, The 
article we have referred to is as follows:—~ 

The news of the crime perpetrated 
yestorday, during the day, in the center 
of Madrid, with an audacity and por- 
versity which amazed the incredible, has 
produced general consternation among 
the courageous. Soveral hours after the 
tragical event, a multitude of persons aur- 
rounded the house, devouring with 
covetousnoss tho dotails related by the 
inhabitants of the neighbourhood, and 
manifested their compassion and sywpa- 
thy towards tho unfortunate victim, 

Days previous, an individual presented 
himeelf to the porter of house No 5, in 
tho street of the Marques del Duero, who 
kept» tailoriag establishment under the 
pediment of an arch, for the purposo of 
ordering a‘ few suits of clothes, The 
porter became alarmed at the frequency 
with which this new cnstomer called to 
try the auits ordered, and intended to 
question about him, It is presumed that 
in going backwards and forwards, the in. 
dividual managed to obtain a mould of 
the keys of the rooms of the second storey 
by which he got in yeaterday evening, 
At tho porter’s door, he was asked yes- 
terday whore ho waa ‘proceeding to, and 
he tranquilly replied that he was going 
to try the clothes ordered. ; 

Tt appears, without doubt, that with a 
prepared ‘key and without a picklock, 
the criminal gained admittance into the 
houge of the viotim, 

That which happened immediately 
after cannot be given in detail because 
one of the actors ia dead, without having 
been able to speak, and the deposition of 
the assassin, who was the other aotor, 
belongs to the summery proceedings. 

The owner of the dwelling waa Mr 
Jose Aguilar, a respectable gentleman, and 
much loved by those who were honoured 
with his friendship, - He was a native of 
tho Fillippines, hud not yet attained his 
fiftioth year, had belonged. to the Con- 
sular Service, and discharged, many years 
ago, the functions of Consul-General of 
Spain in China. He kept himself aloof 
from political struggles and. was living 
on his income and superintending the 
studies of his only son, Mr Alfonso, a 
young man, 22 years old, diplomatic 
apprentice to the Ministry of State. 

Lately, he had brought from America, 
one of his nephews, for the purpose of 
dedicating him to literary studies, Wo 
will not omit these details which appear 
scrupulously exact, because it shows the 
generous disposition of Mr Aguilar... 

At the time the thief ‘effected | his 
entrance into the house, there were in 
it, the two named. gentlemen, a maid 
and a man‘gervant, the last accompanied 
by two friends although .tho latter detail 
we do not give as true. The son, at the 
tine, was ed reading. in his room 
while Mr Aguilar, was enjoying his Bes

a single porson, a'most infirm, to have 
tarned everything upside down and tied” 
and half-strangled an energetic man. It 
is supposed that when the -assassin per. 
csived that hia victim was atriving t> 
rosigt, was the moment when he aimed 
tho crnel stab which parted his heart 
into two, The dropping down of tho 
body dead, with the noise of the blow, ox 
woll ay tho sound of :a hand-bell which 
happened to be on the table at the time 
and was dragged along by the decsased, 
aroused the servant in time to provent 
the escape of the assassin, ad 

The murderer, observing the servant, 
who was interrupting his way,. cried; 
brandishing his weapon,— Away with 
you! or I will kill you as well.” 

Th- servant seeing this, commenced 
to ran and the assassin made for the door 
oxclaiming—"7%is man! This man! The 
thief” endeavoring no doubt, by this or 
dinary subterfuge, to facilitate his escape, 
but the servants and several portera of 
adjoining houses followed him and gave 
alarm, under the impression that he waa 
simply a thief. The assassin ran from 
Concordia t» Olozagn strat, close to the 
Palace of the Marques del Portugulete, 
where a couple of policemen, who bap- 
pened to be walking at the timo, detained 
him, unaheathed their bayonets and 
demanded his surrender, The thief 
cried, “1 will throw it, I will throw it” 
(meaning the weapon), and then throw 
the poignard into the garden .of the 
said palace, A Newfoundland dog 
contributed very much towards - detain. 
ing the thiof io hia running, Ho wag 
set on to the thief by his master and 
succeeded in overtaking him and in- 
terrtipted his escape, The chain of this 
faithful animal served to eatangle the 
arms of that forooious human being, 
(tho murderer) who was afterwarda 
conducted to the police: 

Ultimately, the Chiefs of polica and 
soveral neighbours repaired to the house 
of the doceased to inquire into the 
circumstances attending this terrible 
crime, Mr Alfonso Aguilar (the son) 
at first pursaed the assassin, but fearing 
that his father had encountered some 
mishap, abandoned tho pursuit and re- 
turned to the houso where his father 
died in his arms, When the Sacrament of 
Extremo Unetion reached the house, 
Mr Aguilar was a corpye, We decline 
to describo the -sorrowful scone which 
presented itself, when a fow mombera 
of the family separated the son 
from tho theatro of that bloody catas- 
tropho ; suffice it to-say, that only those 
who bad sustained such cruel losses, can 
comprehond it, A Tribunal waa oon- 
stituted immediately after aud an inquest 
held at the place of the occurrence, 

One hour afterwards, the criminal was 
conducted to the scene of the divaster in 
order to give his deposition, The con- 
cours: of people which followed him 
wanted to administer juation according 
to tho American Lynch-law by having 
him executed at the door of the house, 
and the Chief Authorities bad to use 
great efforts to prevent it. 

The criminal is called Pedro Coata 
Martinez, ia 25 years old, a bachelor and 
a native of Rozales, district of Alicante, 
At the time of his commitment, ho had 
on his porson a gold watch and ‘chain 
and a Russian-loather pocket-book con+
